; be used in the demonstrations at the various drafts boards. 
It was brought out how the. draft waswrong, immoral and 
individuals should have. more alternatives to the draft. The 
SDS hopes to gain the support of some Congressmen in their 
Freedom Draft Program. 


The SDS will also circulate a petition among ministers 
and liberal leaders in Chicago to gain support. 


The goal of the Freedom Draft is to get the Government 
to make the Conscientious Objector regulations such that ' 
conscientious objectors, non-religious individuals will have. 
alternatives outside of military service. SDS' program calls 
for opposition of the draft in general. The SDS will demand 
that the Government give individuals “freedom of conscience" 
to allow them to decide for themselves what type of services 
they will perform. The slogan will continue to be "Will He 
Burn or Build". . ‘ . 


Demonstrations are to take place on one of the two 
days of the International Days of Protest, 3/25-26/66.

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The purpose of this meeting was to hear the reports 
of progress concerning assignments made at previous meetings. 
With the exception of KIRK, no one had a.report of progress 
to give, KRICH: was to maintain liaison with AFSC pecple 
concerning their program of publicizing alternatives to the 
draft. LEO SCHLOZBERG was to continue in research to attempt 
to find those who support the program of alternatives to the 
draft, 


“KIRK reported that he had contacted LAWRENCE LANDRY ay 
of ACT on 2/15/66, regarding the obtaining of his help in oat 
doing research regarding "Ghetto Draft Boards." LANDRY advised : 
KIRK that he knewwhat LEE WEBB wanted with regard to information . 
concerning the draft boards and LANDRY advised he would contact 
WEBB at AFSC, LANDRY advised KIRK that SDS should not expect 
ACT to join in any sit-ins at draft boards, at least not at 
the present 'time, LANDRY did suggest to KIRK with regard to 
his research on "Ghetto Draft Boards" he could contact the 
draft board in his neighborhood, LANDRY advised. that this 
draft board is also the board to which he reports and he feels 
that it would be included under the "Ghetto Draft Board" 
category inasmuch as individuals sitting on this board do not 
reside in the neighborhood as far as he knows, 


Professor JESSE LEMISCH talked to the group. He — 
told them that on 2/19/66, a meeting of professors and teachers 
in the. Chicago xe@ woul be held, The purposé of this meeting 

--was. to discuss the involvement of the schools. in the: draft - 
situation; ways to protest | this involvement were discussed. 
LEMISCH likened the present situation with regard to the “dvaft 
and involvement of schools in the Srett to that of the past 
"fascist situations,” 


“ LEMISCH told the group that another meeting of 
professors and teachers would be held at the University of 
Chicago on 2/17/66, The professors will give their views 
regarding their involvement in selecting people to be drafted, 
This meeting would be for the purpose of influencing University 
of Chicago administrators regarding the draft situation as 
it pertains to the wniversities and colleges, 

ee ae 
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LEMISCH told’ the group that he hopes’ to see a’ national 
movement or protest of professors regarding the draft-grade- 
situation, LEMISCH hopes that the professors will band — 
together and not issue grades, but in their place they will 
evaluate each, student's work. There is also the possibility 
that the professors would give people the grades they need 
to beat the draft. LEMISCH said that professors who would be 
involved in this program would act on their own initiative 
and would not have the outward support of the universities and 
colleges. 


PAUL BOOTH was to have attended this meeting; however, 

for some reason he’ could not attend, Before calling the 
-meeting to an end it was suggested that a call be made to 
“BOOTH so. that an account of the meeting could be given to — 
him, and he could be asked for his suggestions and/or comments.

On Friday, June 17, 1966, the convention was divided 
up into separate work shops during the afternoon. The civil 
rights and minority problem work shop was co-chairmaned by 
CHUCK HARRIS and FRANKLIN ALEXANDER. Discussion at the convention 
itself was heavily weighted toward the ideas discussed by 
the minority caucus in the minority problems work shop. 

The main theme of this discussion was that. emphasis was to be 
changed from working ‘for civil rights and integration from . 

the way its been done in the past to an emphasis on biack 
political power. An illustration of this theory is the. 

efforts of certain powers from the Watts area to he incorporated 
and secede from the rest of the Los Angeles area. ' 


FRANKLIN put across the point that nonviolence 
has its place but is not always the solution to the problems. 
He stated the reason that no large-scale riots cccurred subsequent 
. to. the DEADWYER killing in Los Angeles, was because they 


weren't organized well enough to make sure that not only 


Negro people would be killed but. also whites~and that in the next 
“riot “not. only. Watts will burn but also Beverly Hills." 


. The general concensus of the minority caucus was 
that leadership of any minority area should be by the people 
of these areas even if the leadership is not always qualified. 


June 18, 1966 | 
FRANKLIN ALEXANDER gave a position paper on the 
ideas discussed by the minority caucus the previous day before 
the convention assembly divided into workshops. 


The Quality of American Life 

The discussion centered around the socialistic 
theories concerning the capitalistic system in America. It was 
stated the U.S. economy is geared toward the exploitation of the 
minority groups in the ghettos and feasts on the preparations for 
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Concerning organizing members were encouraged > 
to participate in these activitids, however, no clear 
. program or specific suggestions were brought forth. 


DCA Summer Project Workshop © 


Discussion in this workshop was: led by JIM MARSH.. 
_ Programs must be worked up with due regard to each individual 
area, . Some basic problems could be found ‘in every area, 
. for example, poor relations with the police, problems with 
) jobs and education. However, no grand design can be made 
and every area must have its program geared to the individual 


‘needs of. the area. 

MIKE ZAGARELL said nothing can be gained by merely 
telling people they “are in a bad situation. This is not 
organizing. You have to show them you mean what you say, 
that you can deliver and are not just talking." 


The DCA will sponsor a march on Washington scheduled 
for August 28, 1966. DOA will seek the support of civil rights 
and peace organizations to converge on Washington, D.C. on 
that date to insure the success of the demonstration. The 
theme of the march will be in the form of a protest against 
the U.S. policies in Viet Nam and grievances to be submitted 
in regard to the poverty program. 


Dr. HERBERT APTHEKER spoke before the convention. 

assembly and condemned United States policy in Viet Nam. 

He said the U.S. must get its troops out of Viet Nam and 
return to the Geneva Peace Table. He commented that the 
massive sums.of money spent on the war in Viet Nam should 
“rather be spent on the poverty program. APTHEKER pointed 

out that 40 Senators oppose the U.S. policy in Viet Nam. 

He also mentioned his running for political office in New York. 


DONNA ALLEN talked on the Mc Carran Act and urged all 
DCA members to work towards its repeal. She pointed out the 
-elements of the act which she considered to be evil and also 
declared it to be unconstitutional. . :

The Regional Conference of the Students for a

. STEVE BAUM, Regional Coordinator of SDS, opened the 
conference, Reverend JAMES BEVEL representing the Southern 
Christian Leadership Conference (SCLC) spoke on the civil 
rights movement and urged non-violence as a means towards 
achieving their ends, He stated ths is a realistic position 
because things can be accomplished without antagonizing 

the opposition and also does not alienate the white people 
working in the movement. Much more can be achieved through 
non- ~violence than through violence, 


Reverend BEVEL stated that the Negro gangs should 
rather than fighting among themselves go downtown and get 
the jobs the out of town boys are now getting. He recommended 
that the minority groups attempt to dissolve the racist 
attitudes by redefining what a Negro is. That he is a human 
being with all the rights of other citizens and not the 
“stereotyped image of the uneducated, subservient, ambitionless 
individual content with his lot, -such as it is. 


Once he has accepted his true status, it will be 
easy for others to accept him on equal terms and from there 
go on to work for his own social, economic and political 
betterment. 


MONROE SHARP spoke on behalf of the Student 
Non- Violent Coordinating Committee. He said it is generally. 
thought that SNCC is dormant in the north and that is what | 
he hopes the authorities think, so as to keep them "off our 
back, He outlined a summer project SNCC was planned for

He also spoke of “instant agitation" whereby a 
central intelligence agency would accummulate information 
concerning injustices and indignities committed against 
Negroes and immediately make this information known to 
the inhabitants of the ghetto. A rally could then be held 
to determine what action to follow while these injustices 
were still fresh in their minds. He stated non-violence 7 
has its place but he recommended violence when results could 
not be attained through peaceful methods, He mentioned 
that gangs could be a tool to exert politica] pressure 
to gain the desired objective; He also said it would be 
possible to gain revenue by collecting a fee from all 
trucks. travelling through the ghetto, 


RENNIE DAVIS, representing Jobs Or Income Now (JOIN) 
told of JOIN's efforts to organize on the north side of 
‘Chicago among the poor whites... He said the problems that 
exist there are the same as in the Negro ghettos, namely 
poor housing, insufficient job opportunites, antagonism by 
the police, He urged that pressure be brought to bear on 
landlords to improve housing;on the city administration to 
change the deteriorating neighborhoods and bring about 
urban renewal, 


DAVIS compared the ghettos with the colonial 
empires of former times wherein the city and government 
administrations like the colonial powers hold the natives in 
Subjection. He stated that instead of the welfare of the poor 
being placed in the hands of incompetents, the government 
Should give the money to the pegple of the neighborhood 
and leave the decision to them aS-to how to dispense it.

A National Action Conference was held in Washington, 
D. C., on August 27 and 28, 1966, at the Sylvan Theatre and was 
sponsored by the W.E.B. Du Bois Clubs of America. Those in 
attendance were from various parts of the country, mostly 
Du Bois Club members. 


The conference was’ late in starting due to the late 
arrival of participants and the conference was opened at about 
1:00 p.m. on August 27. FRANKLIN ALEXANDER and HUGH FOWLER 
welcomed the group and described it as a meeting of "young 
people and community individuals" from throvghout the country 
who were there to trade experiences and come up with suggestions 
to improve society. 


After the opening addresses, the group was divided off 
into work shops which dealt with the following topics:

. The war in Viet Nam and the draft 
Right to dissent 
Right to vote at age 18 
. Economic and community organizing 
. Police brutality

The workshop on the war in Viet Nam was headed by 
BLAINE WISHART and BETTINA APTHEKER. The point was brought out 
that from past experience it has been determined that generally 
speaking the student element are opposed to the war in Viet Nam 
for a myriad of-veasons. Therefore, the campuses are a fertile 
field for anti-“iet Nam action and the student energies can be 
very effective force against the war. Heretofore, the students — 
have really not had a specific issve that can be used nationally 
to combat the war itself. , : 


Currently with the detention of the Ft. Hood 3, a 
specific, issue is now available as a lecal peint to rally around. 
Students and community people around the country will be urged 
to come to the aid of the Ft. Hood 3. If they can be urged to 
do so, it will be a great accomplishment for those who oppose 
the war and will. go a long way toward beginning .to drain the 
military of the manpower available for the war. It will De 
the first cohesive group organizing against a specific issue 
which deals with the war. 
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After a short break for lunch, the second session of 
the anti-Viet Nam workshop began. 


BETTINA APTHEKER proposed a national student strike 
to take place on various campuses throughout the ‘country some- 
time in the spring of 1967 as.a protest against the war. She 
was not Specific as to what tactics would be used in each 
area around the country but one thing she was quite sure of 
was that in order for it. to be effective in any way, Students 
would have to stay away from their classes for a certain 
length of time. , 


She cited the strike on the campus at Berkeley and 
the sit~in at the University of Chicago as fairly good. examples 
of campus: anti-Viet Nam protest. She pointed out specific 
issues around which people can organize namely 1) opposition to 
the war in general; 2) Ft.. Hood 3; 3) opposition to university 
involvement in government war research programs. She cited an 
incident, as best recalled at the University of Pennsylvania, 
wherein a Student protest was organized against a university. 
research program on chemical warfare on behalf of the military. 


BLAINE WISHART suggested a national campaign be 
organized to draft a support petition for defense of the 
Ft. Hood 3. 


‘The workshops broke up for the day sometime after 
6:00 p.m. It was originally planned that the group would camp 
out at Alacostia Park in Washington, however, official approval 
was held up and instead they camped in a state park some 
‘distance out of Washington in Maryland. 


On Sumday, August 28, the conference again heten at 
the. Sylvan Theatre during the dat te morning. Leaders of the 
various workshops gave their conclusions on discussions in the 
workshops | the previous day and presented proposals for Hemegias 
action. = 


Out . of the economic and community workshop came a demand 
for massive sums of money from the Federal Government to build 
recreational and training centers in poverty stricken areas in 
the country. Manpower in cosnection with this: program should 
come from unemployéd youth from the area, with a minimum wage 
and no restrictions as. to race, color, creed or " political belief.

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. From the police brutality workshop came the proposal 
that at the next similar ‘conference to be held individuals who 
have been the victims of police brutality or harassment be 
‘invited to give first hand accounts of such encounters. Also 
it. was proposed that efforts be made to get legislation’ enacted 
which would require all law enforcement agencies to strike 

from their records all crimes committed by a juvenile not of a 
serious nature. 


The right to vote at 18 workshop stated that if those 
between 18 and“21 were allowed to vote there would be a much 
larger bloc. against President, JOHNSON and enhance the chance for 
the election cf peace and freedom candidates in the 1968 election. 


: FRANKLIN ALEXANDER then addressed the group and told 
of the incident concerning the arrest of ROBERT WATTS, a young 
Du Bois Club member. Accdérding to ALEXANDER, WATTS had 
suggested that because JOHNSON "has been pointing guns at and 
killing people around the world - maybe some guns should be 
pointed at him.” ALEXANDER then stated "JOHNSON's policemen 

came in the middle of the’ night and took one of our people 

from us. We can't let this happen and we have to get him back." 


He then indicated the impetus of the march to the 
White House would be changed from jobs and freedom now to 
"free WATTS now." 


* The march then commenced to ‘the White House. There _ 
was a brief rally at the White House which was a reiteration , 
of proposals previously presented. . The protesters then dispersed.

HYMAN LUMER in his introductory remarks on August 
29, 1966, welconed the participanis to the youth encampment

Question" which was led by BERT HEISLER, Copties of the dragt 
youth report entitled "For a Life with Purpose" which was 
indicated to be the youth report for the 18th National Convention 
of the CP UBA were distributed and discussed in detail. In the 
discussion on the "Youth Question" it was emphasized that the 
youth today must play & prominent role in all facets of its | 
endeavors.

In his remarks coucerning “Black Power” it was 
pointed out by LIGHTFOOT that he. was & gira believer in the 
basic idea of “Black Power” as be felt that today in the

less of what shape or fora that cones about through black unity. 


LIGHTFOOT added that the Negro people wili be able to raise 
above their "ghetto atrata” in. jige it they have this black 


unity. 
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LIGHTFOOT added that cooperation with “white 
workers" will be necessary to a lamited degree im order to 
achieve the objectives of economic power. Once economic 
power is achieved capitalism will be finished. 

LIGHTFOCOT also expressed his ideas with respect to 
the term "Black Power” that the Negro people will gain dignity 
and respect which are their basic rights by rallying around 


this term "Black Power.” LIGHITPOOT continued that only 


through power which he described as either being political, 


economic or military can the Negro achieve changes that would 


substantially reduce “Jim Crowism™ in America. 


During the lecture on "United States Foréagn Policy 
and Fight for Peace” by WILLIAM WSINSTONB, it was stated that

there noy exists a major divicion botween communists 
from the Eouthern California District and the National Party 
loadership, around groups Jed by DOROTHY HEALY, District 
Organizer for Southern California, and GUS HALL. A report by 
DOROTHY HZALY to the Southern California District Convention was 
not allowed circulation at the National CP Convention. The 
difference ig indicated in a theoretical division over whether 
or not the belance cf pover in the world political arena has 
phigted to the socialist camp or whether the question of 
whether the eapatalists or socialist powers doninate is still 
in doubt. The Southorn California group contends that the 
question is not yet resolved and they use this contention to 
justify a number of positions which divfer fron national Party 
policy. Among these differing positions are their view that tha 


Du Bois Clubs have absorbed too much tins, personnel, and revemle 
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from the Party and the Party should be placing its efforts in 


other organizations on the left and not concentrating so 


entirely on the Du Bois Clubs. in their sharp criticism of 

the American Labor Movement and in their much stronger position 
of support for Democratic Party candidates efforts to 
factionalize were made at thisschool by Southern California 
young communists. Copies of HEALY’s report were distributed 

to every class. When DANIEL RUBIN learned of this he protested 
bitterly and the Los Angeles young communists appealed to the 
Secretariat of the Party, in emergency neeting at New York 
allowed them to place HEALY’s report in the school library. 
Several Los Angeles youth algo made efforts to enlist the 
gupport of young communists from other areas in their criticism 


of the leagership of the Party. 


Content of Classes 


On the content of the class on imperialism taught by 
JAMES ALLEN, essentially this clase described the Marxist view of 
the growth of the stage of history called imperialism from the 
etage of free competition which existed in this country until 
about 1880, The capital is now concentrated in a fow centers of 
of finance capital which finds it necessary to export capital, 


thereby explaining the development of neo-colonialism by the 
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United States and the rise of the socleiss: countries as a 
challenge to imperialism, the development of a militant 
Workers novement against imperialism. 
Black Power . 
| CLAUDE LIGHT ROOT taught two days of classes on black 
power in which he enthusiastically embraced the concept. He 
severely criticized the 1959 document written by JAMES JACKSON 
in which JACKSON changed the Party line from a Position of national 
liberation for the Negro people toe one of full integration. 
LIGHTFOOT supported the need for the development of black 
consciousness and black unity and endorsed the concept of biack | 
power. He stated that STOKELY CARMICHAEL made some mistakes 
through inexperience that would necessarily have to be corrected, 
but his overall estimate of CARMICHAEL was very enthusiastic. 
He was concerned about the influence on CARMICHAEL of HARRY 
HAYWOOD. HAYWOOD is supposed to be in Mexico working on a book 
on Negro liberation and according to LIGHTFOOT has some” 
considerable influence on CARMICHAEL. LIGHTFOOT is at this time 
writing a bock on black power. He indicated he believed that 
to take economic power, that is, overthrow capitalism, that the 
Negro people would need to find allies in the white working 
class, but that for the purposes of developing political power 
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and black dignity tne push for black unity under the slogan 
Black Power was a correct one and that even under socialism 
Negroes might have to unify together for a time to protect 


their interests from the white enemy. 


The final day of the encampment, ,Sunday, September 
11, 1866, was devoted in part to a lecture by HENRY WINSTON 
on the current tactics of the Party, in which he outlined the 
following tactics: The Party must organize a nationwide 
grass roots crusade for peace in Viet Nam, that it must unite 
in election campaigns wherever possible to develop opposition 
te the war in Viet Nam, that student erein, “aednoes: JOWS y 
and labor are the keys to developing this opposition, that in 
many areas concentration would be made on police brutality, 
the drive to organize the unorganized, and to fight for 
student rights. He indicated that four main tactics of the 
Party are: 

1) To organize grass root peace sentiment; 


2) To push forward the fight for Negro freedom 
and black power; 


3) To fight to win labor to the communist cause, 
\ especially by doveloping the problems of 
workers om the job and in organizing the 
unemployed ; 


4) To build the Party. 
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ke camp ended with am evaluation session held 
Sunday might im which those persons still left in the camp 
evaluated and made suggestions for improvement for next year. 
Among the suggestions were that the camp be ‘held at the. — 
beginning of summer, that more advanced theoretical classes 
be held, that continuing year-round educational program be 
“developed, and that certain physical dmprevements in the — 
camp situation and scheduling be arranged. The overall. 
evaluation of the encampment was enthusiastic. »

at Camp Webatuck, located near Wingdale, New York. Approximately

It was learned that some of the youth had contacted 
the Jefferson Book Store, Manhattan, New York, prior to their 
arrival at Camp Webatuck, in order to ascertain the exact 
location of the camp. 

On Monday, August 29, 1966, it was announced to the 

students that for those students who had small children with 
them, there would be a baby sitting service available at the 
camp. DOTTIE RUBEN was in charge of this baby sitting service. 

On Monday also, all students to this youth encamp- 
ment received sleeping quarter assignments and in this connec~ 
tion, all male and female students were assigned sleeping 
quarters in separate locations and married students were 


assigned quarters in another area.

He indicated that peaceful 
coeistence is possible between the Marxist and capitalist | 
countries, and that efforts should be made towards this end.

On the evening of November 29, 1966, a meeting of 
the Youth Club, Chicago Chapter, Communist Party, USA, was 
held at 1808 West Cleveland, Chicago, Illinois, The meeting 
was called by TED PEARSON to help solve some problems relating 
to the "Student Strike". In PEARSON’s opinion the situation 
had reached "crisis" propeoytions, No one, in his opinion, 
had really exerted any effoxt, showed any enthusiasm or contributed 
new ideas to help promote the strike, 


Certain members of the club expressed resentment 
at PEARSON's actions and comments, SUE MILLER asked why the 
adults in the Party had not yet contributed money or ideas 
or housing for the December Planning Conference, PEARSON could 
only agree she was right in thinking the adults should help. 


DANNY FRIEDLANDER made it clear thatno one he had 
spoken to believed the idea of a "Student Strike" was a 
good one much less an original one, GERALD KIRK expressed 
some misgivings about the lack of ciear«cut issues around 
which people might organize strikes on each campus. 


After this discussion PEARSON said the least that 
could be done was to promote BETTINA APTHEKER's appearance at

BETTINA APTHEKER, Professor SIDNEY PEAK and FRED HALSTED. This. 
consensus was one that led to the decision to work for a 
mobilization of students on the 15th after a week of individual 
protests.

Supposedly organized the suggestions into tentative proposals 
during dinner. And so, after ‘inner when the proposals were 
read before the body the voting Should have been accomplished. 
However, as a result d the factionalism, lack of Season snl ys 
and overall demoralization evident in-the conference this - 
session was utter chaos. It ran a full two hours over schedule 
with the result of having done nothing concrete. An @nergenc 
steering committee session was called at 12:00 p.m. or S50 of the 
29th. Here, however, the SDS representative walked out saying. 
SDS. would not support the action. ACT, SNCC, SCLC and CORE 
also expressed disgust with the proceedings. They-offered no 
Support and said they would recommend their leaders spend their 
time and money elsewhere. The session was then reconvened with 
PAUL BOOTH as Chairman. He then saw that the hassles over 
parliamentary. procedure were resolved. The session was then 
adjourned until 10: LS a.m. of the 30th.. 


After the steering committee had left its all night 
meeting the continued plenary session was reconvened at 1 215 
a.m. on the 30th. PAUL BOOTH chaired the meeting and presided over 
the voting on specific proposals. The result of the voting was. 
that a spring student action against the American involvement in 
Vietriam will be called April 8-15th of 1967. At the end of the 
period from the 8-15th a mobilization on both coasts will take 
place all day during the 15th.

On Saturday, October 15, 1966, I visited the Modern Book- © 
store, 6624 North Sheridan Road, Chicago, Illinois, and 
spoke with James Kennedy. I stated that my reading of 
Communist Party literature coupled with his lecture of 
the previous night had led me to the conclusion that I 
should become ‘involved inthe socialist movement, I 
further stated that in my opinion either the W.E.B. Du- 
Bois Clubs or Students for a Democratic Society would be 
worthy of my attention. Kennedy agreed but pointed out 
that the DuBois Clubs would be the better of the two 
since it is "more socialist in outlook." . Kennedy further 
stated that in addition to considering membership in the 
DuBois Clubs or Students for a Democratic Society, I 
should also "consider the Communist Party." He stated 
that many Communist Party members are also members of 
the DuBois Clubs and Students for a Democratic Society. 
I raised several arguements against my application for 
membership in the Communist Party, among them my, lack \ 
of knowledge of the Marxist-Leninist classics. He stated 
that, it would be possible for me to study such classics 
while a member of the Communist Party. Kennedy further 
stated that the classes which I am now attending-"The 
Challange of Marxism"-would enhance my understanding of 
Marxist theory and method.

As uSual, the affair started late, perhavs an hour 
late, so went overtime. The youth were somewhat inhibited by 
the oresence of the adults and of MIKE ZAGARELL who came in 
time for the afternoon session. This lack of frankness in 
discussion, generally speaking, defeated the purpose of the 
meeting and was only partially dissapated later in the day 
when FRANKLIN ALEXANDER, who arrived in mid-morning, stated 
that he had not heard any discussion that was really relevant 
to the problems facing the W.E.B. DuBois Club. From that 
point, indecision was a more noticable factor than the 
previous inhibition. 


TED PEARSON opened the meeting, after DANNY FRIEDLANDER 
had been elected the chairman and a rather sketchy agenda (one 
of the reasons for the inability of the group to get anything 
done was the lack of leadership to the discussion exhibited 
by FRIEDLANDER: each new speaker had a different topic and 
there was no time during the conference when sub-topics-were 
set out for concerted discussion) for the two days... 


. PEARSON stated that there was much evidence of a 
broadening in the youth movement but that this did not 
necessarily mean that the Communist Party would necessarily 
inherit its share of this new breadth. The draft issue had 
‘evolved to a point where a recent conference of youth groups 
had brought forth a statement which was signed by such diverse 
groups as Progressive Labor and Young Americans For Freedom. 
The conference, he said, should address itself to the Party's 
relationship to the growing mass movement of youth on this and 

-other issues, Also for discussion should be problems of 
individual clubs, the lack of contact of the party with civil 
rights groups, the local candidacies of independent candidates 
and how the Party can work with these people, the problems of 
the DuBois Clubs and the coming concentration attempt, and 
the old and growing problems of democratic centralism and 
lack of Party contact with the masses.

Students Club: seems to center almost entirely (if not entirely) 
around the University of Chicago. After failure of attempt 
to organize DBC at that campus, this was not attempted 
again this year, Failure of students to attend meetings 
has meant little action and exec took the blame. Members

Hospital Club: reported by JUDY HOLUB who was, at the time, 
the only member present from that club.

that the club has three members, which would include 
himself and ROD STEPHENS, plus perhaps a new recruit, or. 
so he intimated. 


The discussion that followed jhese reports was 
incredibly diverse and undirected. MARJORIE CONSOLA agitated 
for more democracy in the Party and was, of GOUre Sy stpporved 
by BOB WOODS. TED spoke in favor of more centralism and JIM 
KENNEDY made a stirring speech in favor of more understanding 
by the Party of the problems of married folk and especially 
parents. MARTHA ROTENBURG did not spare occaSional four-letter 
words in her condemnation of the general stagnation, inactivity, 
unasSignedness, and generally poor work of the Chicago clubs 
as compared to her native Philadelphia; JACK RADEY did likewise 
except that he held Berkeley, California, up. as model club 
behavior. It was all ended on a dull note by a long, boring 
speech by JIM WEST citing recent victories for the peace move—_ 
ment which was irrelevant, too-well-prepared and half-listened 
to by the group who were hungry for lunch. 


Threading itself thru the day's discussion was 
perhaps the only work accomplished during the day: begrudging 
acceptance by the north side dub (after prodding by LOU DISKIN 
(Now, do we understand that we are leaving this meeting with 
a commitment to go into that ward...bla...bla...bla) that, 
acting as the north side DuBois Club, they would enter the 
KISSINGER campaign, pick two precincts and deliver the vote 
so that, in that area, KISSINGER would win. This proposal 
was advanced by TED PEARSON, not exactly wholeheartedly taken 
up by some of the north side club menPere and one wonders if 
anything will come of it. 


The afternoon was spent almost entirely on discussion 
of the DuBois Club. No questioning of the DBC's need arose 
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after preliminary speeches by TED PEARSON, JIM PEAKE and JACK — 
RADEY. BILL MC CLINTON spoke honestly about his experiences 
with the West Side Club, termed the clubhouse a disaster and 
noted the lack of follow-thru on the part of that DBC on the 
many issues it took up, and also derided the inability of the 
DBC to relate to the problems of the people in the ghetto. 

So the discussion centered around the coming concentration 
project. — oo. 


As it was not learned just who and what had proposed 
this concentration project, and what was involved in terms. of 
money, time, manpower, etc. until late in the afternoon (indeed | 
early in the evening), the. discussion was vague and undirected. | 
It finally developed that the CP national youth commission had 
projected a program which, over several years, would concentrate 
on Chicago, sending in people, and.usin;; local people, for a 
‘two-fold program: (1)..to train the youth in leadership roles, 
(2) to try to build up the DBC in the city. It was. obvious 
that a third aim was to build the Party youth membership in 
Chicago but nobody seemed willing to admit that this was an 
aim and that the Party had made a decision from on high which 
will be carried out, or at least virtually impossible to revoke. 


The planning for this concentration seems to have all 
been done in New York but will mainly involve Chicago-area 
personnel with very few people coming into the city. The west 
side is not necessarily a major point of attack--the north 
side southern white meighborhoods being viewed as important 
because of the presences in the area of 11 communist youth. 

LOU DISKIN spoke firmly. ia favor of pushing organization of 
‘DBC's at Roosevelt UV. ,:; University of Chicago and University of 


Illinois (both Golden Cirele and Champaign-Urbana campuses) . 


Discussion of recent: events at the University of Illinois 
‘campus centering around RICK KLING's activities was surprisingly 


little and there wa@ ‘mo indication that KLING is in the Party 
just yet. rr 


Other than a @urface acceptance of the need for a 
DuBois Club in today's youth movement (no one but the leadership 
seemed convinced of aay imevitable success on the part of the 


DBC) and the likewarm acceptance of the KISSINGER effort by 
the north side club, little was decided here. 
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It should be mentioned that MARJORIE CONSOLA made a 
brief, but very emotional speech, stating that she would not 
join the DuBois Club because it had been irresponsible in its 
relations with Students Por Democratic Society by claiming 
co-sponsorship with SDS of the big Washington peach action and 
by FRANKLIN ALEXANDER's refusal to reply to continued requests - 
that he speak at an DSD function. The alienation seems complete 
on these grounds by now, but one wonders if there is not also- 

a distrust (CONSOLA spoke of distrust at length but did not 
elaborate) because of the obvious connection between the DBC 
and the CP, No one wanted to persue the matter but it would 
seem that everyone got the message; DBC is regarded by the 
new left as an arm of the CP and is to be treated accordingly: 
an attempt on the part of the CP to cash in on the new left's 
activity.

"The Worker" discussion led the meeting, after BILL 
MC CLINTON had been nominated and took the chair. DOUG WAGNER 
made his usual emotional pitch for participation of each and 
every comrade in Worker subscription sales and distribution. 
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He did a better-than-usual job,‘ speaking from notes, and did not 
have the instant-negative effect on the group usually obtained 


by his "method." But as usual, the discussion of how to sell 
the Worker was bound up in probleme of the Voruer's gneuilicy 
to be ell thines te all paople (intellectual orgen of culture, 


plain-talk news for workers, student humor magazine of 
political satire) and its poor format and layout. Everyone 
agreed that it was nice that there is a Worker brigade and 
that every club should have a Worker officer and that everyone 
really ought to subscribe to the paper (five present do not, 
according to WAGNER, chiefly because of security problems, ) 
But nothing else concrete was decided. 


Political action also got sidetracked and was only 
barely on ‘the agenda because of sidetracking of this discussion 
(since only the 49th ward was discussed) by a controversy as 
to whether the comrades in the 48th ward who will help CIPA 
in the 49th ward by taking over struggle in one or two precincts | 
(it evolved to one precinct) will portray themselves as: 


1. A DuBois Club - : 
2. Members as individuals of a DuBois Club 
3. Interested people. 


Of course, no one seriously suggested that they be 
communists. No decisions were reached and KLING had to retreat 
to position #3 with hopes for some perSons to use poSition #2. 
Further discussion will take place in the next north side club 
meeting and a member of the national committee of the DuBois 
Club will be present, as well as someone (apparently an adult) 
from the Youth Commission. . The two DBC national office people. 
present (PEAKE and RADEY) pushed very hard for the first 

- position but did not raise the question of Democratic 
Centralism hard enough (yesterday's session made a definite 
decision for the first proposition (DBC Club participation in 
the election) to win the case, primarily because TED PEARSON 

-admitted that there is no DBC in Chicago at the present time 
other than the national office. 
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Unexpectedly, MARJORIE CONSOLA did not leap to the 
floor when the Peace topic was introduced. A first Suggestion 
was made by JIM KENNEDY that the Illinois CP Youth send a : 
telegram to friends of A. J. MUSTE promising redoubled efforts 
in his memory in the current campaign aS a memorial to his 
memory. The discussion was not as lengthy as expected and 
hinged on the efforts of. the peace council for demonstrations 
on March 25 and, in Washington, April 15. According to 
CONSOLA, SDS local leaders are rebelling against that 
organization's national stand on these events. 


The discussion on Partu structure and organization 


was cramped to say the least. Much time was wasted by 


MC CLINTON who outlined at great pains what his club is 

doing, a matter that was pointed out to him by FRANK CROWLEY. 
There was a time limit set by janitor's announcement that 
building would close at 5:00 p.m. so the subject did not get 
anything like proper discussion. It centered around representa- 
tion.on the Youth Commission of the Party which 2 majority of 
the youth wish to be a youth varnllel to the state committee 
and which KLING pointed out ought to probably be like other 
Party commissions which are: purely advisory bodies. DISKIN 
Said that it was hoped that the Youth Commission might include, 
in the future, adults including a professor whom, KLING yater 
Stated, might want to have his party identity remain secret 


' from youth other than club chairmen--a reason advanced by KLING 


for not wanting alternate or duplicate delegates to the commission. 
KOESTER spoke in favor of KLING's idea because he said he wanted 
to see the youth fully integrated into the "older adult" party 
and saw no reason why the youth commission should be unlike 
other Party commissions, Further, he said, tabulating the 
various orientations of Party club organization (geography, 
masSS-work, age-group, educational level, level of understanding 
of Marxism-Leninism.and (jokingly) sexlife) said he noticed 

that the most efficient clubs were those which centered around 
masS work activity and he felt youth clubs ought to try to 
orient themselves along these lines. KLING seemed: to agree tho 
there was no time for him to Speak again and these pearls of 
wisdom, tho they may have made an impression, apparently will 
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not alter the future course of the youth of the Communist 

Party of Chicago. MARTHA ROTENBURG also spoke very emotionally 
on the various subjects, deriding the poor record of the 

4 geographically-centered youth clubs, and the snow which had 
begun to fall in the course of the discussion.

The meeting was very short and consequently lasted 
only about sixty minutes. The basic three matters for discussion. 
were all standard party business - the Student (Spring) Mobiliza- 
tion, the exploration of possibilities for a Du Bois Club 
at the U. C., and the feasibility of creating an open Marxist 
discussion group at the U. C. 


FRIEDLANDER related that the Spring Mobilization Committee 
at the U. C. had decided to channel its energies into a demonstra- 
tion outside the WITCO Chemical plant on April 8, 1967. The Party 
youth all agreed that the government might soon have a nationwide 
expose on the Mobilization. They also agreed that such an 
expose would probably result in making many Party youth 
more obvious to the public.

There were roughly twenty-two or twenty-three people 
at the first day's session of the conference, that started 
around 9:00 a.m. 


Actually, I would be wasting everyone's time if I 
wrote a long drawn out report on the first day's proceedings. 
They were long because the proceedings degenerated into what 
mighteuphemistitaly be called an S.D.S. meeting. It was 
participatory democracy at its worst. There were personal 
attacks on Party members, names were called, and blame for 
mistakes of the past was shifted several times. And so, after 
an entire day of trying to iron out problems that were never 
really explained, LOU DISKIN made the proposal he should 
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have made at the beginning of the meeting. He proposed that 

this youth conference vote to immediately begin building the 

Du Bois Clubs of America in Chicago. He.and others such as TED 
PEARSON, JACK KLING, and JIM WEST proposed that the North Side 
Club work (as a Du Bois Club) in the KISSINGER Primary Campaign 
on the North Side. ZAGARELL proposed that in connection with 

the April and March 25th Mobilization, Du Bois Clubs on campuses 
should make a distinctive contribution. He suggested things 

such as forums, war crimes tribunals, sit-ins, etc. 


The people there agreed, all these things were good 
for the revolution and decided to carry out these proposals. 
That ended the first day's proceedings around 6:00 or so. 


The second day of the conference was, according to 
BILL MC CLINTON, the Chairman, a fiasco. The North Side 
Club members objected to the proposals they had voted for on 
the llth. They objected over established Party policy and 
caused such confusion and bad feeling that when other Party 
youth began to follow their lead KLING and others decided 
the conference had not served its purpose. Instead of being 
brought together to build D.C.A., they were splitting the youth 
even more. The decisions of the llth still held, However, 
and the meeting was ended late that night.

From the University of Chicago, PERLO, FR IEDLANDER 
and KIRK agreed that there should be a semi-private Marxist 
educational on campus next quarter.

Sunday evening's discussion was devoted to the question 
of whether or not the DCA National Office should be moved to New 
York City from Chicago. It was decided that since there was 
limited representation at this meeting, and that many areas were 
not represented at all, that’ no final decisions could be reached 
at this conference. Instead, another NCC is to be scheduled for - 
the weekend of June 10-11. The location of this NCC was not 
determined. 
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There was general agreement that the office should be 
moved to New York at the end of this summer, Several reasons 
were advanced (1) New York is currently the center of DCA 
activity, with several functioning local clubs, (2) the DCA 
will be able to draw day-to-day political guidance from capable 
advisors (CPUSA), (3) New York is the main center of potential 
financial support for the DCA and fundraising will be less of 
a problem if the national office is located there, (4) the 
national office will be spared the problems created by the 
weakness of the Illinois District of the CPUSA,. 


Reservations. about the proposed moved generally based 
on the problem of isolation from the rest of the country by being 
in New York were raised, chiefly by KENDRA ALEXANDER and SUE 
ROMEO, 


The final decision on moving the office will be made 
at the June NCC, 


The next area of discussion was on the DCA summer 
project. ROBERT HEISLER introduced a proposal for a DCA school 
to be held in Chicago for 7-8 weeks in July and August, involving 
about 30 people (10 from Chicago, 20 from outside the city) to 
deal with basic ideological questions around the DCA. Classes 
and seminars would be held around the following topics: I) The 
Nature of American Society and the Role of Youth, II) Young 
People Today--Their Problems, Struggles and Organizations, 

III) The Role of the DuBois Clubs, IV) Problems in Building Our 
Organization. - 


Along with the discussion sessions community organizing 
projects are planned for at least two areas in cooperation with 
Chicago CP youth, These projects are being planned for Chicago's 
southeast Side Mexican-American community and for the northside 
white community where DCA and CP youth were active last summer, 
Also planned are work projects in the DCA national office around 
Insurgent, Dimensions, fundraising, etc. 


An extended and rather bitter discussion ensued concerning 
the summer activity proposal. Criticism of the national office 
was voiced over the prior selection of participants in the project 
with consultation with local clubs. FRANKLIN ALEXANDER and his 
wife KENDRA denounced the whole project as being irrelevant to 
“black youth" and at first stated that they would discourage 
black youth from participating at all. They termed the project 
for "white students only" and leveled sharp criticism at DCA 
generally for being only a "white student organization", 


-2 - 
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Finally after much discussion FRANKLIN ALEXANDER 
slightly modified his position to agreeing that if 10 black 
youth could be found who would participate, the Summer project 
would be worthwhile. It was decided to admit anyone to the 
project who wished to participate. A special two-week session 
will be held sometime during the project expressly for "black 
youth" to discuss organizing in the ghetto. , 


ALEXANDER announced his plan to call a special 
"black caucus" of the Negro members of DCA, to be held the 
weekend of May 27-28, probably in Philadelphia, to consider 
the "black position" toward the summer project. and other 
questions in DCA... 


The final discussion at. this NCC was on the DCA 
program of draft resistance. The DCA statement entitled 
"Hell, No We Won't Go” was approved as the DCA theoretical 
position on draft resistance, The New York DCA leaflets on 
draft resistance were approved for general circulation. It 
was decided that draft resistance will be the principal program 
of DCA in the coming months, Planned are a special issue of 
Insurgent on "Draft Resistance", a brochure giving an extended 
DCA analysis of the draft, a mass appeal to American youth to 
resist the draft, and a full-time national anti-draft organizer. 
Further. anti-draft activity will be discussed at the June NCC.

The meeting adjourned at approximately 8:45 P.M.

This second meeting, attended by several lawyers 
and Alderman LEON DEPRES{} lasted until around 10:30 P.M. 


During this second meeting the SDS position was 
looked upon as a bit too obvious a gesture of contempt. 
Most people at the second meeting wanted to let DEPRESS : 
complain to the Mayor at a City Council Meeting. They also wanted 
to prosecute some of the police involved not only in the 
July 4, 1967 incident but aso in two incidents before uty, 
4 that preespttated the fracas at the "Be-In." 


This desire to work through legal channels and 
to keep the protest confined to Hyde Park resulted partly 
from the fact that the lawyers and Alderman DEPRES: as

KINSELLA should remain 
the same. 
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A report on the DuBois Clubs of America, N.C.C. 
on June 10, 11,-by TED PEARSON was cut short. - PEARSON said 
the gist of the trouble in the N.C.C. was the fact that there 
was white chauvinisin in the D,C.A. and the party. KIRK 
agreed with PEARSON.

. . ‘On the svening of July 17, 1967, a meeting of the 
“University. of Chicago Chapter of Students for a Democratic 
Society was held at 5600 South Drexel, in the apartment of 
HOWARD STRANGE. 


: The principal topic for discussion was the proposed 
demonstration against police harassment, tentatively scheduled 
for July 28, 1967. GERALD KIRK told members of the Chapter 
that after discussions with. the Blackstone Rangers, Afro-American 
‘Students Association, and SNCC representatives, prospects for 
.Negro participation were:nil. He told the SDS members that 

the Rangers were becoming increasingly wary of actions that 

might bring adverse publicity. Afro-Americans and SNCC were not 
willing to participate in a demonstration with SDS as it would 
_be both "uncreative" and useless to forma coalition with SDS. 


Later LINDA MURRAY summarized the feelings of most 
"Black Power" oriented groups. She told SDS how their plans 
were stale, ‘'uncreative"™ and inappropriate as Black people are 
no longer ‘willing to let whites choose the time and place for 
their protests. ee 


The Chapter then décided to try once | more to obtain 
organizational support from the three groups mentioned. They 
also decided to continue planning a demonstration even though 
it might be one composed only of whites. 


With respect to "creativity" in the movement, SDS 
members did agree that small groups of say four or five people 
Should discuss how to ring fire alarms, bres windows and do. 
anything possible to wreak havoc during a riot in Chicago. 


These ideas were brought forth in a discussion 


‘of what white SDS types could do to help their black brothers in 
a riot Z.Co rebellion. 
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'- The members then went on to discuss, in very 
general terms, the Institute for Defense Analysis Project. 
They hope to have a ten page report on their findings ready 
in about a week from July 18, 1967. After receiving some more 
information from RUTH ADAMS Of: the "Bulletin of Atomic Scientists” 
they: will® ‘then: send’ their completed. preliminary report to KATHY 
MC AFEE (spelling may not .be Connect) National Research Coordinator, 
in Cambridge: ‘Massachusetts. 


Finally after TIM NAYLOR volunteered to be the 
Treasurer for Uniersity of Chicago SDS, the meeting was adjourned. 
The next meeting would be in Ida Noyes Hall, 1212 East 59th 
Street, one week from the 18th.
